SURVIVORS of the 7/7 bombings 
and relatives of the dead remem- 
bered the victims at the national 
memorial service yesterday. 

The Queen and Tony Blair 
attended the service under the 
dome of St Paul’s Cathedral in 
London to pay tribute to the 52 
innocents killed in the attacks. 

They heard the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams, 
55, praise the victims. 

He said: “The terrorist is the 
enemy not just of a system or a 
government, but of the whole 
idea that we are each of us 
unique and non-replaceable.

“Those who suffered injury and 
deep trauma and loss are like- 
wise unique, their minds and 
hearts scarred by this suffering.” 

More than 2,300 people, includ- 
ing emergency service workers 
who coped with the aftermath of 
the blasts, packed St Paul’s to 
hear the multi-faith service. 

Four suicide bombers struck 
London’s transport system 
during rush hour on July 7. 

Bombs exploded in rucksacks 
on Tube trains at Aldgate,

A WOMAN who became a 
*guardian angel" to Tube 
survivors of the 7/7 London 
bombings spoke of her 
ordeal for the first time 
yesterday. 

Alison Macarthy, 30 - who was 
badly hurt by shrapnel — saved at 
least two victims’ lives as they lay 
severely injured in the twisted
